"Book Blitz" party at 8.30. tomorrow 
evening in the Union Grill Room, 
and a study group, discussing "Can- 
ada in the World Front," and "The 
Nature of Fascism" at 7.30 Suiiday 
evening at 350 de L'cpce Avenue. 

The "Book Bllli" Party will fea- 
lure the collection of books, both 
for the men of the armed forces or 
for the International Student Scr- 
vice, and all those who attend will 
be expected to contribute books suit- 
able for either of these destinations, 
or make a cash contribution of 25 
cents for the purchase of books, 
while the admission charge will be 
25 cents.

The club study group is to meet 
on Sunday evening at 7.30 p.m. at 
the home of Ruth Marcuse, 350 de 
L'epce Avenue.

"Some Moral Problems of Recon 
struction" Is the subject of the ad 
dress to be given by Cecilia Angler 
to the Philosophical Society Tues 
day evening at 8.15 In the R.V.C 
Common Room. 

Cecilia Angler, who is a graduate 
of University College, London, and 
at present a fourth year Honours 
student in Philosophy, will attempt 
to deal with something other than 
the economic and social problems of 
post-war reconstruction. As a mem 
ber of the Executive put it: "All 
emphasis at the present time seems 
to be place don the economic and 
sociological aspects of reconstruc 
tion; the ethical side has not been 
comprehensively considered. An in 
vestigatlon of the moral problems 
probably will Involve a revolution 
In our thinking. These are naturally 
problems which ought to be worked 
out." 

Miss Angier took her Bachelor 
of Arts degree at University Col 
lege. London, specializing in malhc 
matics and French. Developing an 
interest in philosophy, she came 
to McGill to pursue a full honours 
course In that subject. 

Since the subject is one of espe 
cially great interest to students of 
both economics and sociology, as 
well as to philosophy students, the 
Executive has extended an invita 
t/on to these students to attend 
the meeting and join in the dis- 
cussion which will follow the ad 
dress.

Last evening a joint meeting of 
the R.V.C. and Men's Historical 
Clubs heard an address by Dr C. 
P. Martin. 

The subject "Ireland" was discuss 
ed from the beginning of its history 
up to its position in the British 
Commonwealth of Nations at the 
present time. 

Dr. Martin laid special stress on 
the interpretation of the national 
mind and attitude of the Irish peo- 
ple with its effect on their develop 
ment. One ot the greatest stumbling 
blocks in their path has been the In 
fluence of the "Golden Age" which 
took place in Ireland long before 
the Norman Conquest. This striving 
after an out-worn ideal has largely 
influenced the Gaelic Revival of 
the past century. 

Dr. Martin also pointed out. the 
spirit of distrust toward English 
parliamentary methods that had 
been produced in the Irish mind by 
promises that failed to materialise, 

In* .a discussion period after the 
speech, Dr. Martin replied to ques- 
tions which his topic had prompted

What Do You Think? 



In the past two days we have stressed 
the importance of defining clearly the 
status of university students at the present 
moment. We have further stated that there 
were at least two solutions to the problem; 
first the inauguration of a student-staff- 
selective service committee or alternatively, 
the induction of all students in the forces 
with several years leave to complete their 
courses. The practical nature of this latter 
suggestion is clearly seen in the case of 
the upper year students in the faculty of 
medicine, while the former suggestion has 
proved itself worthy of consideration since 
its institution at the University of Toronto. 

But neither of these suggestions has 
received any response from the student 
body, and we were beginning to wonder 
whether students had become completely 
insensible to their surroundings. We would 
like to know what students think; what 
suggestions they have to offer; whether 
they could propose some other solution to 
this now very serious problem, or accept- 
ing our former solution whether they saw 
any less obstructed path which would 
lead to the efficient organizing of such a 
committee. 

In past editorials we have praised the 
student body for the initiative it shows in 
taking part in matters pertaining to stu- 
dent war effort, and in suggesting solutions 
to questions concerning things in general; 
let us see if they cannot show at least as 
much initiative, enthusiasm, and effort in 
solving this their own and immediate 
problem.

The Daily will issue a spe- 
cial Christmas edition Decem- 
ber 1 8. The paper will be made 
, up largely of. features, includ- 
ing short stories, poetry, play- 
lets, and articles. The material 
need not have a specific 
Christmas interest, but ought 
to measure up to respectable 
literary standards.

effort.

Music Notes 



PUCCINI THE MUSICIAN 

Puccini was endowed with remarkable 
talent, the artistic temperament for perfection, 
extraordinary case lor orchestration, un- 
equalled originality in his manner of unfurling 
lyric themes, and a gift for producing new 
melodies. As a dramatic composer he did not 
measure up to the standard of Verdi in the 
latter's abundance of graceful and spontaneous 
outflow of melody and however true the claim 
that he was a disciple of Wagner, on the other 
hand, his works do not achieve a position to 
be considered true factors in the evolution of 
music. 

He was eminently of Italian temperament, 
that is, the product of a country whose soil 
glitters with dazzling splendour, whose blue 
skies lift joys to all hearts, whose flowers are 
wondrous to natives and strangers alike, and 
whose music in poetical and poetry so mus- 
ical. He was bom in Lucca in 1858, in a family 
of musicians. In his words and actions, In his 
life, could be seen a personal moderation. In 
public before his. audiences, he presented an 
energetic and thoughtful arid above all refined 
mien, which revealed a gentleman of fine 
qualities and great culture. 

Such was the secret of art. Had he possessed 
a brilliant temperament, he would have been 
an artist in every sense of the word; had he 
possessed intellectual force and powers of 
penetration, his music would not have caused 
such wealth of emotion in the hearts of man- 
kind. Puccini combined outstanding melodies 
with dramatic element, sacrificing neither one 
to the other. Admirable proof of his tempera- 
ment is his great affection for contrast. In 
reality he depended mainly on contrast to pre- 
sent the greater part of musical effect. In his 
opera LA BOHEME the tenderness of Miml's 
music clashes with the frivolity of Musetta's 
and the tender love of Mimi and odolfo is 
brought into sharp contrast with the bickerings 
of Musetta and Marcello In the famous quartet 
in Act 3. The gaiety of the beginning of Act 4 
immediately changes Into the tragedy sur- 
rounding the death of pathetic Mimi. Puccini's 
operas are a canvas on which the lives of 
people unfold themselves in all their colour, 
gaiety and tragedy. 

Those who have never hoard the melodies 
LA BOHEME are advised to tune in the 
Metropolitan Broadcast on Saturday at 2 p.m. 
when Cesare Sodero will conduct with such 
dependables as Grace Moore, Frederick Jagel, 
Francesco Valentino, Ezio Pinza and Salvatore 
Baccaloni and a new-comer Frances Greer in 
the fine cast. — R. P. S.

But there was little left for one's imagination: 
the Golden Rule was supreme. One would have 
been more justified if one called it a memorial, 
a memorial to mighty Neptune and to masses of 
shiny, new metal. However, it had character; 
character which became more pronounced 
against the background of huge sombreros and 
fish which was not far behind in size. 

Two Worlds met here; strangely without a 
clash, each retained its own dignity: the statue; 
the sombreros, the fish and their odor. Never 
theless. this was not a Lisbon, this was not a 
Europe. Something of the prehistoric forest 
of the Interlore lent Itself to the grim faces 
under the straw. A new history was here in 
the making, a new way of life, a new culture; 
something which was closely knit with an ob- 
scure future. , . . 

... I disembarked in a Barqua, extraordin- 
arily cheap; half a Mille Rel for an almost 
cross-Channel, since the trip to Illio do Pac- 
quata was a matter of more than an hour and 
a half. " 

The sight of the lowland of Nicteroi, with 
its shiny white houses and red roofs, accom- 
panied us all along. The Bay was covered with 
innumerable islands and native fishing and 
commercial, stacked high, craft filled the area 
with unusual activity. This must have been 
that which so decidedly reminded one of the 
Levant 

And there was the - island. Thick jungle 
brush which reached the water edge and 
stretches of white beach that shone with the 
light of the setting sun. Huge egg-like rocks 
with strange vegetation at their top surrounded 
the island; some half submerged in the water 
and some resting, with their full weight against 
the thick wood. 

Stillness reigned in the whole place and 
only a few lazy native boats piled along the 
numerous bays. The water was as calm as the 
air was silent Only from time to time the 
silence would break while a huge bird would 
pull out of a power dive with its captured prey 
in its beak. 

The whole Island's population was there to 
meet the Barqua; fat, brown mothers, thin, 
noisy children and the grim faces which hid 
behind the sombreros. 

And behind the small Praca lay the prehls 
torlc wood; the village stretched along the 
beach, on the right Houses, pink in colour, 
stood among aged trees in huge, square courts. 
Piles of wood were seen everywhere. 

... I sailed into the semi-darkness; a moist 
darkness that reminded one that here nature 
was supreme. So Indeed it was. There was no 
stillness here; birds were busy putting to dust 
any Wagner, Tchaikovsky, or Sibelius and 
plants that made an appeal to the gigantic. v 

One's individuality was lost. Until the dark- 
ness set, I just stood there gazing at what must 
have once been my home. . . . Here no man 
could go idle; no man could even think; no 
man could make war. There was a continuous 
challenge, here, to everything a man pos- 
sessed. . . .

A LETTER TO ALL 
CLUBS AND SOCIETIES 

(Following is a copy of a letter 
sent out to alt clubs and societies. 
Any which have not received a 
copy of this letter or which fall 
Into the category noted, are to con- 
sider this as a formal letter to such 
clubs and societies.) 

On October 20th, 1042, I received 
a letter of particular importance to 
all clubs and societies from the 
Principal, Dr. F. Cyril James. The 
following are extracts from that 
letter: 

"Under specific new regulations 
passed by the Board of Governors 
last year, no individual or group of 
indivduals has the right to use the 
name 'McGill' or any McGill build- 
ing except with the approval of the 
Board of Governors. As I under- 
stand it, under the constitution of 
the Students' Society, the Board of 
Governors delegated to the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council broad re 
sponsibilities In regard to student 
self-government . . . Included in 
this responsibility is the duty of 
approving and supervising all stu- 
dent societies which exist on the 
campus. In order to carry out this 
duty in an appropriate manner, the 
Students' Council "should provide 
that all undergraduate societies, 
clubs or groups using the name 
'McGill' or meeting in any McGill 
building, should be formally ap- 
proved by the Council and the 
Council should at all times have on 
hand a complete list of such ap- 
proved societies . . . and furnish 
such a list to the Principal from 
time to time for the Inspection of 
the Board of Governors." 

The Council has given this sub- 
ject very considerable thought in 
order to carry out these new Uni- 
versity regulations in accordance 
with Article 2 (titled "Object") of 
the constitution of the Students' 
Society which reads 'An association 
of undergraduates formed to exer- 
cise general order of the undergrad- 
uate activities and the relation of 
the undergraduates with the Uni 
verslty SUBJECT TO THE UNI 
VERSITY STATUTES, and the Jur- 
isdlction of the Senate and the sev- 
eral Faculties.'

Attendance Figures at 
Various College Tilts 
Shows Big Decline 

Lexington, V.A., Dec. 11. ■ 
(C.U.P.) — From Washington 
and Lee University comes a 
statement of great importance to 
all the pigskin lovers. A member 
of the conference announced yes- 
terday the suspension of inter- 
collegiate football "for the dur- 
ation of the war emergency." 

Dean Frank J. Gillian said other 
intercollegiate Sports would be con- 
tinued so far as possible under an 
intensified program of Physical edu- 
cation "where they can be conduct- 
ed on a simplified basis in keep- 
ing with the main objectives of the 
program." 

The University's Athletic council 
feels, Dean Gillian explained, that 
the suspension is in accord with the 
war effort It will save unneces- 
sary transportation and will permit 
more attention to the physical de- 
velopment of all students. 

This measure is a very similar 
one to that taken a few years ago 
by the Canadian Universities, 
which, may be recalled, raised quite 
a large controversy last year.

— Ac- 
cording to Hugh Fullerton Jr. an 
Associated Press Sport Writer, noth- 
ing fell flat faster (or flatter) than 
the late United States college foot- 
ball season.

Jean Drapeau, candidate in the 
Outremont by-election which Is 
taking place on November 30. says 
that he represents the youth of 
Quebec. McGill students arc Includ 
ed in this, broad statement.

'platform Drapeau comes out as a 
vicious anti-conscriptlonlst for over 
icas service. He slanderously at 
tacks our military forces by slat 
ing: "I will not respond to the mill 
tary call, and don't give a rap for 
it." One of his outspoken support- 
ers, Marc Carrière, is being tried 
under the Defence of Canada Reg- 
ulations for statements made at a 
meeting of the supporters of Drap- 
«ùu. 

Are we, the students uf McGill, 
going to let the public believe' that 
Drapeau can include us as the youth 
of Quebec whom he purports to 
speak for by maintaining a silence 
on the matter? Ever since we have 
returned to the campus this year, 
we have been striving to put our 
. university and our time more and 
more on a war basis. Does this seem 
compatible with statements made by 
Drapeau? Since when do we not 
"give a rap" for the military call- 
any call, for that matter, which Is 
for our war-effort? 
' . But apparently we don't in some 
instances, and the banning of a 
meeting called for the purpose- of 
exposing the platform of Drapeau is 
a glaring example for which the 
Students' Council will receive 
severe criticism. 

It is the Students' Council them- 
selves, as the supreme student body, 
who should have called the meet- 
ing in the first place.
